Reformation , which he himfelf 
preaches to his Muſulmans , with his 
ſword in his hand, after he hath broke 
the Croſs, and changed the Epiſcopal 
Crofier into a Muthering Axe. 

By this ſame ſpirit of the Browniſts, 
in which he hath beef originally in- 
ſtructed, by uſing diſputes, he deduces 
Fundamental Maxims of the Commen 
Reformation among them: he wars a- 
gainſt the Presbyterians with «much 
more advantage, than he did againſt 
theProteftants,from whence he promi- 
ſes himſelf to make*them all ſubmit to 
his-opinion , which isan indifference 
of all opinion in Religion. 

Which ſhall fall our without doubt 
according to his own ttiind, if they will

but follow the Conſequences. of their 
own Maxims :.For the reaſon whereof, | 
he gives Liberty toevery man to be- 
lieve and Prophefic that which. he 
thinks the Spirit ſuggeſts to him, But 
| hetthinks in making theſe Pegple,ſepa- 
* rated from the Church,. taſt the Liber- 
Tm Conſcience, he ſhall rally all their 

ifferent Sets into 'one body, to ſet 
them againſt the Body of the Catho- 
Iick Church ; to the end he may de- 
ſtroy the Pope, and Biſhops that con- 
duct her, and exterminate the'Kings 
that defend her, ;He calls it Gods great 
work, he aſſures the ſucceſs to all them 
that follow him, by the reyclations he 

retends to have received at his faſts, 
is prayers,and reacing the holy Scrip- 
ture. But it is no wonder he can afſem- 
ble-ſuch a 'number of followers by the 
urging of their /Maxims : -For ſince 
they have produced: theſe different Bo- 
dies of Reformed Batalians;,, and re- 
forming even to. infinity, Proteſtants, 
Presbyterigns, and Browniſts, who be- 
| ing 
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ing in 'perpetuall' war. cannot agree a- 
xs dos themlelyes ; He'comes further, 
as' more fit to) ferye' himſelf of their 
Maxims;'t6' put them 'to the Ho there, 
by his tadifference- and aboliſhing all 
Laws: that rule upon'the Conſcience, 
and leaving every mans thoughts free,

they acknowledge ar preſetit, that no ' 


one can call hunſelf the Church, For 
the Se of the Proteſtants cannot pre- 
tend to it, fince ſhe her ſelf ſubfiſts no 
' more: but that every one ſees her juſt- 
ly periſhed, by the ſame Maxims that 
Cotraced her from the Church, and 
that the Presbytetians, which feduced 
them, have now deſtroyed them, Nor 
the Se of the Presbyterians, which is 
under the yoke of the Independents, 
who cut their throats with the ſame 
Swords, 


ns. 
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Swords wherewith they warred againft 
the. Church : For they brought them, 
by their. own Maxims, to renounce all 
Diſcipline, all Government, all Law, 
and all Rule of Unity, and by conſe- 


quenee all Fornj of the Church. This 


curſed Cham hath then diſcovered his 
Father's filthinefs, that is to ſay, of the 
firſt Author of this pretended Refor- 
mation , who being drunk with the 
wine of: his errour, did not himſelf 
know It. 

But if God pleaſes, the impudence 
of this brazen face, who hath Joſt all 
ſhamefac'dneſs, being not afraid to diſ- 
cover, by his Independence, the Foun- 
dations of this prepoſterous Reforma- 
tion, ſhall now touch his brethren with 
compunRion and ſhame, that they may 
return to their common Father. 

He will make the Presbyterians and 
Prateſtants to underſtand , that it was 
the ſpirit of ſenfleſneſs and errour, 
which made Luther conceive and un- 
dertake the deſign of dividing the 

oY Church, 
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Church, under pretext of a falſe Re- 
formation. From whence they will per- 
ceive ( if they can but come to them- 
ſelves ) that one ought not to dehire, 
neither that any one can do any thing 
true or lawfull,but in the Union, and by 
the conſent of the Church, andthe rule 
of Tradition, which ſhe hath receiy'd 
from the Apoſtles, and conſerved by a 
continued ſucceſſion. 

As God,Sir,draws light out of dark- 
neſle , ſo your Majcſtie ſees , that he 
makes your ſalvation to come out of 
your Calamity, But this is not for you 
alone. That which he will do in-your 
Majeſtic, he will bring to pafle-1n all 
your Kingdomes,by your Perſon. And 
not onely in all your Kingdomes, but 
in all the places, which are ſeparated 
from the Church, as your Kingdomes 
are. 

That which you have ſingular in this 
caſc,is, your being the greateſt King of 
the party divided from the Church, & 
your Kingdomes the greateſt and moſt 
flouriſhing

flouriſhing Eſtate that hath receiv'd 
this o__ of Religion, where ſhe 
hath found the moſt powerfull San- 
Auary, and where ſhe hath planted her 
ſeat the moſt eminent, and moſt aſſu- 
red ; This is likewiſe a reaſon why God 
hath pur her intothis confuſton, in de- 
ſtroying her by the different Secs 
which ſhe her ſelf hath ingendred, that 
all the world may know the ſpirit of er- 
rour, from whence ſhe hath taken her 
Original. 

For all the world at preſent ſees what 


this ſpirit is, and its nature ; if it is the 


Spirit of Chriſt, it is the Spiritof peace 
and truth , if it be the ſpirit of Satan, 
it is the ſpirit of trouble and errour, 
which hath raiſed the trouble ander- 
rour which reigns at preſent in your 

Kingdomes. 
Since ſuch is the ſpirit of this new 
Reformation, and its Maxims, ſuch are 
its works, that are at this day diſcoyer- 
ed, and made eyident : who is that man 
that candefend it * that can preſcrye it 
G4 in 
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in his conſcience ? that can have repoſe 
or comfort in his ſoul, by adhefeing to 
it 2 There's noneedof Diſputation or 
Argumems to convince it : She is Con- 
vinc'd by her ſclf,according to the cha- 
tracer the Spirit of God hath ſtamp'd 
upon the Hererical man, by the Pen of 
the Apoſtle Sr. Pazl, who commands 
us to depart for theſe reaſons : There is, 
faith he, a perverted ſpirit, that is con- 
demned by it ſelf. This is the image that 
all the world doth ſee at prefent in this 
Reformation, and its Genius. | 

But there reſts now one thing to do, 
which is, to apply this remedy of Sal- 
vation to the Conſcience of the People 
ſeduced by the errour. There is no more 
todo than to anoint the wound the 
Scorpion hath made, with the oyl there- 
of. For the way to heal them is now 
very eaſy, by reaſon their Reformation 
hath'receiy'd ſuch a miſerable ſuccefs. 
There is rothing more eaſy than to 
'make the People know thereupon by | 
the conviRtion of their Paſtors, upon 
| the 
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the -yery Foundations and Maxims of 
their Reformation, thatthey have nei- 
ther Church nor Faith : Buttrhen when 
they ſuppoſed contrary to the promiſe 
of Jeſus Chriſt ) the Church was fal- 
len into ruine, for pretext of reforming 
it, they have not been able ro farm an 


* other, which hath the conditions of the 


true Church, butan infinity of diffe- 
rent and contrary Sects among them, 
none of which can be the Church; but 
in rcjeing the authority of Tradition 
for interpreting the Scripture, andthe 
judgement of the Church forthe de- 
claration of her Faith, They have a- 
bandoned the Unity of Faith, that e- 
very one might abound in his own 
ſenie, by the different opinions the 

have conceived. That which of nece\- 
ſity muſt caſt them, asit is come to 
paſle, into the Independence of all rule, 


and the indifference of all opinion in 


Religion, | 
And as modeſty to accuſe the 
Church of Exrourin all the Ages, hath 
| C 4 been

been the beginning to make the: Au- 
thors of this Reformation agree, that 
the Church remained pure in. Faith 
during the time of the four firſt general 
Councils; they have afforded us a way 
by this to diſabuſe the People, they do 
abuſe; wken they accuſe the Church 
at this day of Errour in the heads of 
her Faith, which they have rejected. 
For they cannolonger avoyd falling in- 
to a manifeſt contradiftion of the ſenſe 
which they impute to the antient Fa- 
thers in points of Faith, which are in 
controverſy betweenus. They- cannot 
brand the Church art this day for ha- 
ving a different opinion in Faith from 
the Antient Church , without cutting 
their throats with their own proper 
contradictions, upon the opinion they 
attribute to the Fathers, 

So that there is nothing more to do 
forthe informing the People, ſepara- 
red from the Church, of the truth, and 
obliging them troenter again into her, 
than tomake them underſtand the cheat 
nd where- 
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wherewith they haye- been ſurprized 
under the name of Reformation ;-by 
convincing , in their preſence ,,. their 
Miniſters, of an evident contradi@tion 
of rhemſclves, by the conſequences, of 
the Fundamental Maxims of their. Re+ 
formation , From whence reſults the 
indubitable Demonſtration, which pro- 
ceeds from the ſpirit of lying and er- 
rour. 

\ If it pleaſe your Majeſtic, Sir, toim- 
po this way for your inſtruion, and 

e ſatisfaction of your Conſcience, 
that your Converſion and returntothe 
Church may both openthe hearts, and 
way for all the reſt to follow your ex- 
ample, You cannot do it more ſolemn- 
ly, or commodiouſly, than in the place 
wherein you are at the preſent. .We 
have in this place five Miniſters of. the 
Communion ſeparated from. the: Ca- 
tholick Church,who have gottenthem- 
ſelves as much credit and authority, 
through the eſteem of their ſufficiency, 
and reputation of their zeal, as any 
| | | that 
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that are in their whole body. 
Your Majeftie, Sir, may ealily ob. 


rain of- the King your geod Brother. 


and Friend, thatthey be called, by hi 
Authority, to come (with all thoſe of 
their Communion wherewith they 
would be aflifted ) and appear in pre- 
ſence of the Archbiſhop of Par#, and 
his Coadjuror, and the Catholick Do- 
Rors , which he ſhall pleaſe to bring 
with him, And there, Sir, your Majeſtic 
being preſent, they ſhall ſpeak and an- 
yer with all fecurity and liberty, that 
which their ſpirit and confcience doth 
ſuggeſt tothem upon the evident cog- 
traditions of the principles and conſe- 
quences of their Reformation, that, in 
all their different Secs which have for- 
ſaken the Church under this pretext, 
there is neither Church nor Faith, 
And that , upon the Points of Faith, 
where they have accuſed the Church 
of Errour, and have taken the oppor- 
tunityto ſeparate themſelves from her, 
they-arc likewife ſeparated from the 
Commu- 
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Communion of the Church of all A- 
pes. So that they cannot any wales aC- 
cule us of diverſi:y of opinion withthe 
Amient Church, bur that they again 
fall into an cyident contradidton of 
themſelves, as well as of the Antient 
Fathers, znd of us. | 
Theſe Miniſters, Sir, will deny net- 
ther the deſire of your Majeſtic, nor 
the Commandment of the King your 
good Brother, to render the duty both 
to their charge and to their conſcience, 
unleſs by their tergiverſation they 
will betray the weakneſſe of their 
cauſe,andthe condemnation whichthey 
themſelvespronounce in their hearts. 
But they'll love rather ( as I think ) 
ingenuouſly to preſent themſclves, to 
yield tothe truth, which they cannor 
contradi, than to incurr the blame of 


being acknowledged formal enemies

think , that they ſhould rather love ro

lowers into this abyſs of irreligion ,

. And when the Miniſters would let 
themlelves be carried away to fo un- 
lucky athought, I do no waies believe 
that in France the People would follow 
them, and adhere to their opinions. 
This is wherefore, Sir, I dare+hope 
that the Miniſters which are in Pars,

W hatſoever cemes to paſs, Sir, and 
whatſoever they do, whether they fol- 
low the motion of the Spirit of Peace 
and: Truth , or whether- the Spirit of 
Pride ſuggeſt unto them to avoyd and 
fly both the one and the: other, your 
Majeſtic ſhall alwaies have all full ſatif- 
fation for your departing from the 
errour, which you ſhall ſee forſakenor 
condemned by its own Miniſters ; and 
entring into the Church, which is the 
Pillar of Truth, and Rock of Apes; a- 
gainſt which you ſee all the fail of diffe- 
rent Secs, moving at every wind of 
Doerine, through the deceit of them 
that condu@ them, to break and ſhip- 
wrack themſelves. And then when 
your Majeſtic ſhall be entred into the 
, Church 
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Chitrch aftep this manner, and when 
2llche world ſhall ice, that the defire to 
glorific God,by ſearching for the Truth, 

r- the repoſe of your Conſcience, 
and love of your. Salvation, ſhall have 
becn your whole motive, You need not 
doubt, Sir, but your cxample will make 
the like impreflion in all touls that are 
touched with the fear of God. 

You need not doubt, Sir, for ſo much 
as God hath elevated your Majeſtic in 
birth and eminent dignity above the 
xeft thatare inthe Communion where- 
in you have lived, They 21] ſeeing theſe 
exircumſtances of your change, and en- 
trance intothe Sanfuary of theChurch 
upon the wings of tic vidory of Truth, 
which carries you thither alone . will be 
ſtirred upto give glory to God for the 
ſame cauſes for which you ſhall be ren- 
dred to him. 

It concerns you then, Sir, to make 
your entrance by this means, and that 
you ſerve your ſelf of this way to ad- 
dreſs you thither, to the end your con- 


verſion 
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verſion-and return tothe Churchbring 
to ber, with you, by the folemn con» 
viction of the errour which hath dif- 
membred her, not onely thoſe which 
the diviſion of your Fathers hath rem 
from her, bur alſo all the reſt which the 
ſame cauſe hath ſeparated. For by the 
power which Truth hath upon the Con- 
ſcience of men,whenit is apparent,there 
is no doubt but it will come to. paſs af- 
ter this manner. | 

When the People ſhall ſce thatthe 
Miniſters called in the preſence of your 
Majeſtic , either by their ayvowing af 
rhe truth, or refuſal to appear , 
have been themſelves the Miniſters of 
your Converſion, every one will enter 
upon the examination of the cauſes and 
reaſons of the Truth, which ſhall have 
moved you thither, which will have no 
leſs vertue to make the like impreffion 
in their ſouls, by the ſame means, 

For whether the Miniſters do ſin- 
cerely yield to the Truth, which they 
will not know chow to contradi@Q,or 
whether 
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whether they. condemn themſelyes by . 


theirrefuſal of an ingenuous proceed- 
ing, the event of their Convocation 
ſhall be alike and univerſal in all places, 
where the ſame 'way to call. back the

For this effe, Sir, deſiring to be af- 
fiſting to the deſign of making the Peo- 

ple ſee, by the conviction of their Mi- 

niſters, that being ſeparated from the 

Church under this pretext of Reforma- 

tion, they are left by that means with- 

out Faith , and without the Church. 

And then when one perſwades them, 

that in the Queſtions controverted in 

Faith, the Church teaches contrary to

upon this change, ina Book which 1 
have publiſhed againſt the defences 
brought by Miniſter A#bertiz upon the 
paſſages of the holy Bathers,in his Book 
of the Euchariſt. 

I have reduced the demonſtration of 
the Truth to this point, viz, That all 
the holy Fathers have believed, that by

Fohn, where he commands us'to 
cat and drink them, that we may haye 
eternal-life. The Miniſter hathnot been 
able td contradi&this truth; but in for- 
mally -contradifting the ſenſe which 
the Authors of his'opinion,beforc him,

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have attributed to the Fathets, as con- 
formable to them, and in- making the 
ſenſe of the Fathers formally contrary 
tothatof Jeſus Chriſt, and that which 
he attributes to them formally contrary 
tothe true ſenſe which they haye and 
do declare in clear and expreſs words, 
I have. convinced k:m by the proof of 
- an evident demonſtration 1n this little 
Treatiſe. And i&he be called to anſwer 
uponthis conviction, the Truth will be 
found to be victorious , cither by his 
good or his cvill Faith, And as their 
Conſciences tell them, and bite them 
for having introduced, by their Refor- 
mation, all Opinions equally contrary 
tothe Faith of the Church of all Ages. 
When they ſee themſelves reduced:to 
this extremity, they :caſt themfelyes 
into the-retrenchment of their Funda- 
mental Maxims, which is to admit of 
no rule of Faith, butthat of the Scrip- 
ture, interpreted by every mans reaſon, 
Upon that I have convinced them by a 
Demonſtration without Reply, that x

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the deſign of - their Reformation ,: 
founded upon the uſe of this rule, they 
have neither Church nor Faith; but: 
have loſt both. Which they muſt a- 
youcly if they be called to anſwer 
there, or that the Truth ſhall conſerve. 


| itsadvantage by the refuſall they ſhall 


make, 

I moſt humbly intreat your Majeftie, 
Sir, that you will be pleaſed to let this 
little work have the glory to —_ to

their Crofier, of the way that I propoſe 
and preſent to your Majeſtic, they ſhall 
ſee, without much pain, and in a little 
time, the ſtrayed Sheep returning to 
them, by the very hand of thoſe which 
keep them withdrawn from their 
Sheepfolds, For in eftet, whenthe c- 
vidence of this demonſtrated Truth 
ſhall once have taken its place ( by the 
ſweetneſs of the amiable conferences, 
where ſhe ought tobe treated with all 
ſincerity. and liberty ) in the ſpirit of 
all our ſeparated Brethren, as well Mi- 
niſters as People,they will conſent with 
joy to re-enter into the Catholick 
Church. So-much the more willingly, 
that by the reaſons of the truth of her 
Faith , acknowledged conformable to 
the Tradition of all Ages, they ſhall 
{ſo acknowledge her inall her parts, to 
be.the True Seed from which the 
Holy Spirit hath cauſed Piety and 
Charity-to ſpring, flouriſh and frucifie

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From whence it foflows by the ſame 
reaſon, that the true and lawfull Re- 
formation, which all good men of the 
Church deſire in the Church, doth de- 
pend no otherwiſe than upon the un- 
derſtanding and praQtice of theſe ſame 


«Truths, by the duty to which they ad- 


dreſs all Believers, in the different yo- 
cations whereto God calls rico all 
which,the end which is propo m, 
is no other than to live united amon 

them , and with Jeſus Chriſt, by the 
grace of the Holy Ghoſt, to ſerve God 
under the obedience” of the Govern» 
ment which he hath put intothe hands 
of the Biſhops, which feed the Flock 


- with an unanimous conſent, under the 


Authority of the eſpecial Chair of St. 
Peter, eſtabliſhed at Rome by two Prin- 
cipals of the Apoſtles, St. Peter, and 
St. Paul, from which whoſoever ſepa- 
rates himſelf, is a Schiſmatick, and out 

of the Communian of the Church, 
Upon this, Sir, Iam imboldened to 
ſpeak for this laſt time to your Majeſtic, 
D 4  thar 
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that as you may if you will, by the way 
which I propoſe toyou, lay the Foun- 
dation of this work, by your Conver- 
ſion and entrance into the Catholick 
Church : You will find alſo, that the 
fucceſs ſhall be, in the hand of God,the 
indubitable way of re-eſtabliſhing you , 
in your Throne.
